The question of how we are to lay out 


and beautify oar oity, ia oae that ia more 
frequently 
asked than answered. 
And 


why is this f 
Ia it beouuaj the circum- 


stances by whioh weare surrounded ren< 
der it difficult of iolution, or ia it that our 
citizens hare not given the subject auffi- 
cient thought ? Now, whatever may be 
the cause, one thing is oortain, Titueville 
is situated in many respects different 
from almost any other place on thia 
continent. 
It is, in fact, an embryo 


oity, Biid ready from its aarroundiQgd to 
wpriug at onoe into mammoth proportiona 
Its history and circumstances are pecu- 
liarly ita own. There is no other place 
liko it. Ita growth ia remarkable, and the 
enterprise of ita business men la unsur- 
passed , so that now the quo&tion ia not as 
it formerly was. " Will oil give out and 
Tituayille go dowD?' (For recent develop- 
ments prove that tho oil field ia wider 
than the most sanguine operator ever 
imagined, and well nigh inexhaustible) 
But—"how shall the oity be improved to 
keep pace with its rapid fpread ?" That 
Titusville has become the headquarters 
of Oildom, but few who have given tho 
subject a thought will doubt. Hence the 
question at thia time IB a pertinent one. 


Having frequently been consulted iu re-

FATAI, On, TAKK EXPLOSION AT FOS- 


The Pittsburgh Dis- 


patch contains the following account of 
tho fatal accident at Foster's, to which wo 
referred yesterday, presenting the state- 
ment from an eye-witness 
The Dispatch 


aaya . 


A peculiarly sad accident, whioh re- 


sulted in the death of a young man in the 
line of his duty, occurred on Saturday 
near Foster's Landing, on the Allegheny 
Valley Railroad. 
It ippears that the ex- 


press train going not <h had reached a 
point near Brandon's Ferry, when the on- 
neer, Thomas I. Bennett, discovered a 
dense column of black smoke arising be- 
yond a curve ou the road ahead, and very 
promptly switched his train to a siding 
Divid Kerr, the conductor, Frank Haft'y, 
Iho baggage master, and the engineer, 
then detached the locomotive from the 
train, and proceeded to investigate the 
cause of 
the 
fire, and 
whether it 


would be safe to pass it with their 
train, 
which 
was 
filled 
with pas- 


sengers 
A 
huge 
tank 
waa 
dis- 


covered to be burning in close proximity 
to the traok. A tank oar containing 
eighty barrels of crude oil was standing 
alongside thelocomotive,and the heat of the 
burning tank waa so great that a fearful 
explosion took place, which fairly shook 
the surrounding hills, and sent the tank 
iron whirling in every direction. One of 
these pieces struck young Bennett below 
the chin and almost severed hia head from 
his bodv, killing him instantly. 


Mr ICorr, the conductor, waa severely 


burned about the face, but we are glad to 
aay is not fatally injured. 


Mr. Happy, the baggage-master, ia more 


seriously injured. He was enveloped in 
burning oil, and narrowly escaped being 
burned to a crisp. His severest injuries 
conaist in being burned about the face, 
head and neck. 


Youog Bennett resided withbia parents 


at Allegheny, and waa universally es- 
teemed as a worthy young man and a oare 
ful engineer, aa the above occurrences 
would indicate. 


CAB Fiom — As the 7:87 (rain was 


leaving the depot yesterday morning, an 
individual whose speech plainly betrayed 
hia Goltio origin, went into the emoking 
oar and commenced abusing a gentleman 
who was quietly seated there. 
He accused 


the latter of violating some wcrd of honor 
pabsed between them previously, and em- 
phasized his accusations by a vile array of 
opprobious epithets, culminating his re- 
marks as he retreated toward tha door 
with a blasphemous allusion to the gentle- 
man'»rparents. This latter expression was 
too much for tho gentleman's feetinga, and 
he darted toward the hair-teethed man> 
clutching and striking him several times 
with his fist. The man of oaths waa 
ejeoteri by the passengers with more force 
than ceremony from the train, and the 
gentleman went on hia way rejoicing. 


ACCIDBNT TO AN EXPBESS TRAIN — As 


the express train in charge of Conductor 
Richards, which arrives here at 4.40, waa 
nearing Siverley, above Oil City, on the 
river, the equalizer on the left-hand aide 
of the engine, which supports the centre 
enda oi the springs on the boiler, gave 
way. Tho accident delayed the tram 
nearly an hour, but Conductor Richards 
and hia engineer and fireman, worked 
hard and faithfully to repair the damage, 
whioh was accomplished sufficiently to 
reach Oil City. There a new engine was 
procured, and tbe train arrived here about 
an hour behind time.
